On Sept. 17, the Soviet Union 
announced it had exploded “one 
of a type of atomic weapons 
with what it called ‘‘valuable re- 
sults.” The brief Red announce- 
ment said the test “will enable 
Soviet scientists and engineers 
to solve successfully problems 
of defense from atomic attack. 
The Russians gave no details on 
where the explosion had been 
touched off or what type of 
weapon was involved. 

About a week later, the Tokyo 
newspaper Asahi quoted Japa- 
nese .scientists as saying they 
had “almost conclusive evi- 
dence” that the Russians had 
triggered an H-bomb on Wrangel 
island in the Arctic circle 500 
miles northwest of Nome, Alaska. 

At about the same time, a Ca- 
nadian scientist reported some 
radioactive material from a Rus- 
sian nuclear blast had appeared 
at Vancouver, B.C., on Canada’s 
west coast. But this scientist 
said he thought the explosion 
happened farther away than 
Wrangel island, which is more 
than 2000 miles northwest of 
Vancouver. ; 

Right after Russia’s announce- 
ment last month, Dr. Ralph 
Lapp, an atomic scientist, spec- 
ulated the Russians might be 
“testing warheads for battlefield 
use in artillery to counter our 
weapons on the battlefield.

NEGRO GENERAL IS 


MADE A GENERAL 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
appointed the first Negro gen- 
eral in the Air Force. He is Col. 
Benjamin Oliver Davis Jr., pro- 
moted to the temporary rank of 
brigadier general. 

Davis, 41 years old, is a 1936 
graduate of West Point. He is 
now serving as director of op- 
erations and training of Air 
Forces in the Far East. He is 
the son of retired Brig. Gen. 
Davis,-the first Negro to reach 
the rank of general in the Army. 

The new Air Force general 
flew 60 combat missions as a 
World War II pilot serving in 
Italy as commander of the 332nd 
Fighter Group. 

Born in Washington Dec. 18, 
1912, he was graduated from 
high school in Cleveland and 
attended Western Reserve Uni- 
versity and the University of 
Chicago before going to West 
Point. 

Since then he has held a num- 
ber of high positions including 
the post of commander of the 
Loekbourne Army Air Base in 
Columbus, O.

Under terms of the probation, 
which is to start after Moore 
completes his sentence in Au- 
drain county, he is not to drive 
“any motor vehicle at any place 
and at any time for any purpose” 
without the written permission 
of Judge Blair. 

He is also to remain indefi- 
nitely under supervision of the 
probation officer of St. Louis 
police courts, who is to report on 
Moore’s conduct to Judgé Blair. 

‘I won't hesitate a moment to 
revoke your probation,” the 
judge told the defendant. “If 
there is any pressure put upon 
me to terminate your probation, 
I will terminate it by revoking 
it. Do you understand that?” 

The judge added: “I’m in- 
terested particularly in pedes- 
trians and members of the pub- 
lic. My purpose is to ground 
you and keep you afoot until I’m 
satisfied it’s safe for you to 
drive again. I mean business.”

AIM IN MIDDLE EAST 


Administration to Help 
Block Attacks on Israel, 
He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (UP) 
—Senator Wiley (Rep.), of Wis- 
consin, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
said last night the Eisenhower 
administration is “very difinite- 
ly and enthusiastically” pledged 
to help block further aggression 
against Israel. 

He said any Unitéd States aid 
to Arab states includes “strong 
and essential safeguards against 
any aggressive use of weapons.” 

Wiley also accused the past 
Truman administration of “cal- 
lous bad faith” and “‘two-timing” 
in giving “completely contradic- 
tory assurances to Americans of 
Jewish faith on the one hand 
and to Arab leaders on the 
other.” 

Wiley’s statement was sent. to 
Senator Ives, Republican nomi- 
nee for Governor of New York, 
who asked Wiley to comment on 
the Republican attitude in Con- 
gress on Israel. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Harris J. Le- 
vine, president of the National 
Jewish Fund, told a fund dinner 
here that United States policy 
in the Middle East is “inimical 
to the State of Israel and preju- 
dicial to the best interests of the 
United States.” 

Levine said the United States 
offers arms to the Arab states 
without insisting on guarantees 
that the arms will not be used 
against Israel. At the same 
time, he said, the United States 
“shunts aside” Israel’s uests 
for arms to maintain a balance 
of power in the area.

An Army spokesman said the 
payments for September would 
be made only to laborers. He 
said he did not know when pay- 
ments would be made to con- 
tractors. There was no indica- 
tion when October salary com- 
mitments would be met. 

Unconfirmed reports from 
Pusan that both laborers and 
contractors would be paid in dol- 
lars were denied by an Army 
spokesman. He said there had 
been no go-ahead from Far East 
commander Gen. John E. Hull 
in Tokyo to make such payments 
in dollars. 

The American decision fol- 
lowed signs that the South Ko- 
rean Government was. giving 
ground in the dispute, the most 
serious since the Korean ar- 
mistice.

Americans are accustomed te rough-and-tum- 
ble politics, but the present electioneering must 
set some kind of record for dirt in a midterm 
campaign. Five states offer the worst examples. 


NEW JERSEY 


Item: Clifford P. Case, Republican’ senatorial 
nominee, faced a charge by right-wing elements 
in his own party that his sister had once been 
active in Communist-front groups. This under- 
handed attack was forecast by Senator McCar- 
thy, and then delivered by a former Communist. 
The charge against Mr. Case's sister turned out 
to be a case of mistaken identity. His Democratic 
opponent, Charles R. Howell, denounced it and 
Vice President Nixon called it a “low attack.” 


NEW YORK 


Item: Senator Irving M. Ives, Republican can- 
didate for Governor, went on television to accuse 
his Democratic opponent, Averell Harriman, of 
connections with a pier scandal nearly 30 years 
before. Harriman denied the charge, as he had 
under oath many years earlier. 

It was left to a Republican colleague of Sena- 
tor Ives, Senator William Langer of North Da- 
kota, to get the campaign out of the gutter. He 
said he had once investigated the pier scandal 
and “there was nothing to it as far as Harriman 
was concerned.” The Trenton Evening Times, a 
pro-Eisenhower newspaper, termed the Ives 
charge “a low performance.” 

Item: Next Gov. Thomas E. Dewey went on TV 
to accuse Mr. Harriman of making millions as 
an insider in a 1927 stock deal in which others 
lost millions. Harriman said this was a lie and 
added that Gov. Dewey and Senator Ives had 
“discarded the standards of honorable men.” 

Item: In another of what he terms his “‘hay- 
makers,” Senator Ives asserted that Harriman 
was a “union buster” in firing nearly 30 workers 
on his dairy farm in 1947. The head of the union 
concerned answered this charge. If Mr. Harriman 
had had to answer all the accusations thrown at 
him in the last days of the campaign, he would 
have had little time for anything else. 


ILLINOIS 

Item: A group calling itself the Abraham Lin- 
coln National Republican Club, supporting Jo- 
seph T. Meek for Senator, circulated a pamphlet 
listing alleged “‘subversive” organizations to which 
Senator Paul H. Douglas had allegedly belonged. 
Senator Douglas had never heard of many of 
these groups and had quit the others long before 
anybody had thought to list them as subversive. 
Yet the red-trimmed pamphlet smearing this emi- 
nent Senator was issued in the name of Lincoln! 

Item: In Cook county, which may hold the key 
vote in the Illinois campaign, Republican Richard 


B. Vail has attempted plain hate-mongering, as 
the Chicago Sun-Times puts it, against Congress- 
man Barratt O'Hara. Protestant, Catholic and 
Jewish leaders denounced Vail’s use of racial and 
religious questions. 

Item: Gov. William G. Stratton played what 
he called a recording of a 1952 speech by the 
Democratje candidate for sheriff of Cook county, 
Joseph D. Lohman, in an effort to- show that 
Lohman had slurred the wives of policemen. 
Lohman replied that the recording was doctored 
and represented an “unparalleled hoax.” 


OREGON 

Item: A committee supporting Senator Guy 
Cordon, Republican, distributed a so-called 
“guest editorial” about.the Democratic nominee, 
Richard L. Neuberger, referring to “the well- 
known wisdom of his race in financial matters.” 
It fell to such small Republican newspapers as 
The Bend Daily Bulletin to nail this piece of re- 
ligious bigotry and remind the Cordon group of 
elementary decency. 


WYOMING 
Item: A whispering campaign against Joseph 

C. O'Mahoney seeks to spread the notion that 
he is and would be soft on Communists. The 
“basis” for this wholly unfounded slur against 
a prominent member of the Roman Catholic 
faith and former Democratic Senator is that 
Mr. O’Mahoney is a lawyer for Owen Lattimore, 
now under indictment for perjury in connection 
with testimony relating to Communism.

These items all have several points in com- 
mon. In each case the attack on the office-seeker 
is personal. In each case it is unproved. In each 
it arises in a desperate campaign. In each it 
is nothing more than an attempt to bamboozle 
voters into distraction from honest public issues. 


Fortunately there are many contrasts to the 
campaigns in these five states. Pennsylvania thus 
far offers a canipaign without personal attacks. 
Both parties there are sticking to the issues. 

But there is no excuse for dirty campaigning 
in the United States and in 1954. Last Sept. 14 
the chairmen of the Republican and Democratie 
parties, Leonard Hall and Stephen Mitchell, met 
and pledged a clean campaign. They signed a 
code of fair and ethical campaign practices. 

What is fair or ethical about the practices 
listed here? What is fair or ethical about attack- 
ing a man’s religion, besmirching his proven 
loyalty, insulting his relatives or twisting his 
private life? 

In this 1954 campaign the smear has too often 
been used’as a deliberate technique. Americans 
are finding it a stench in their nostrils. 


A Word About Judge Hastie 


Jet magazine is authority for the statement 
that officials of 16 Republican state organizations 
have recommended a total of 24 Negro judges 
and lawyers for consideration for the vacancy 
on the United States Supreme Court. 


There is nothing wrong with a resolution by 
a bar group which calls attention to the qualifi- 
cations of a worthy man. For example, the two 
St. Louis organizations of lawyers last week 
sent to the White House dignified statements 
about Judge Laurence M. Hyde of the Missouri 
State Supreme Court. But no man should be 
either recommended or appointed primarily be- 
cause of his color or creed—or for that matter, 
even because of his political affiliation. Supreme 
Court seats should be filled on a basis of train- 
ing, experience, ability and prospective service. 

The one most eminent jurist who happens also 
to be a Negro is Judge William H. Hastie of 
the Federal Court of Appeals at Philadelphia. 
As an Appellate Court Judge, he is on the court 
level that ranks next to the Supreme Court; he 
is also a thoroughly able jurist with more than 
10 years of appellate experience. For groups to 
recommend lesser Negroes and pass Judge Hastie 
by makes no sense at all. It means that the yard- 
stick used is a combination of race appeal and 
politics. Such a measurement does no one any 
good. 
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Still Gunning 

Two of the dead-end kids have leveled new 
shots at the Army.

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Losing Ground in South Viet Nam 

The West finds things going badly in the anti- 
Communist State of Southern Viet Nam which 
was formed at the Geneva peace parley last July. 
Apparently the French and the free Viet Na- 
mese are rocking along just as they have for 
years and the Communists are busily feathering 
their nest with an eye on the general elections 
scheduled to be held in 1956. 


It is to be hoped that the United States will 
not waste money and materiel in South Viet 
Nam as it did in the north in the years before 
Dien Bien Phu became a Waterloo for Western 
forces in Indochina. President Eisenhower seems 
to have taken a step toward preventing a reck- 
less gamble by informing Premier Ngo Dinh 
Diem of what the United States expects: That 
the South Viet Nam Government will carry out 
vital reforms in exchange for increased Ameri 
can financial aid. 

The need for this warning to South Viet Nam 
was evidenced last Oct. 11 when the Post-Dispatch 
military analyst, Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips 


(ret.), wrote from Saigon: “All the good inten- 


tions, efforts and money the United States is 
hopefully putting into South Viet Nam are being 
betrayed.” Four days later, Senator Mansfield 
of Montana, reporting to the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Relations on a two months visit to 
Indochina, asserted the political turmoil in 
South Viet Nam threatened American policy 
there and emphasized that “the petty power 
groups in South Viet Nam appear completely 
oblivious to the overhanging shadow of the 
Communist Vietminh which before long may 
envelop them all unless they put aside their 
factionalism.” 


Dispatch after dispatch from north of the 


seventeenth parallel has told how the Commu- 


nists are doing everything to win over the popu- 


lace in the land newly. conquered by the Viet- 
minh. The Communists also have left behind in 
South Viet Nam a great many underground 
workers who are doing what they can to weaken 
the shaky Ngo Dinh Diem Government. Their 
task should not be difficult, for, as Gordon 
Walker of The Christian Science Monitor wrote 
from Saigon: “There is no government in South 
Viet Nam today. There is merely a superstructure 
of personalities almost totally unknown to the 
people they govern and milling about in what 
could be disastrous indecision.” 

President Eisenhower's warning came none too 
soon and it is to be hoped that the Administra- 
tion will be able to spur the French and Pre- 
mier Ngo Dinh Diem into settling down and es- 
tablishing South Viet Nam as a state that is at 
least not discreditable to democracy. 
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‘The Worst Power Site’ 


As a former chairman of the Federal Power 
Commission, Leland Olds should have some tech- 
nical background for his criticism of the site 
chosen for the projected Dixon-Yates power 
plant at West Memphis, Arkansas. With elegant 
simplicity, Mr. Olds in a Washington speech de- 
scribed the site as “probably the worst ever pro- 
posed for a large steam plant in this country.” 


Mr. Olds had plenty else to say about the 
Dixon-Yates deal, notably that it was the first 
step in a “conspiracy” by the private utilities 
to destroy: TVA in the end. But his remarks 
about the site carry special interest, because the 
location of the projected Dixon-Yates plant is 
one of the prime sources of the extra power 
costs it would inflict upon the Government and 
the taxpayers. 

By the Administration’s own most favorable 
accounting, provided in a Budget Bureau analy- 
sis, the Dixon-Yates deal would cost the Govern- 
ment $3,685,000 a year more than would power 
from a TVA-built plant at Fulton, Tenn. And 
these figures show that almost one-fourth of the 
extra costs would be due to the difference in 
location. 

The extra cost of transporting coal to West 
Memphis instead of Fulton was estimated at 
$309,000 a year. The extra cost of transporting 
power back across the Mississippi river for de- 
livery into the TVA system was estimated at 
$607,000 a year. The two items together would 
: amount to nearly $23,000,000 over the 25-year 
period of the Dixon-Yates contract. Quite a tidy 
sum. 

In other words, you can forget the argument 
about taxes to be paid by Dixon-Yates, and the 
argument that Dixon-Yates will have to pay 
more for borrowed money than the Government, 
and the argument that their operating costs will 
be higher than TVA’s, and still it turns out that 
Dixon-Yates would cost the taxpayers $23,000,000 
more than a TVA plant strictly because of 
location. 

When the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy holds its hearings after election, 
this should be one of the main questions to be 
asked. Why in the world should the Govern- 
ment pay extra to ship coal farther, and then 
pay extra to transmit power back across the 
Mississippi, just so Dixon-Yates can build their 
plant in Arkansas?

His current support 
of President Eisenhower is qualified, 
obviously tinged with political expedi- 
ency, and is at variance with his own 
statements which reveal his political 
philosophy as much like that of the 
discredited Old Guard element in the 
Republican party. 

Senator Douglas will be the inevitable 
choice of any Illinois voter who wishes 
to go as far as he can in the Nov. 2 
election to give support to the Admin- 
istration of President Eisenhower.

Senator Douglas has spoken with so 
much alarm of the present amount of 
unemployment, that pertinent facts 
which are available to anyone have 


‘ been lost sight of. 


The Government’s monthly surveys 
show that 3,099,000 were unemployed 
in September, or 4.8 per cent of the 
total working force of 65,244,000.

Between Book Ends 
A Tall Tale 


SOLDIER OF FORTUNE by Ernest K. Gann. (Wil- 
liam Sloane Associates, 314 pgs., $3.50.) 
The dust jacket of Ernest K. Gann’s 

new novel challenges the reader to de- 

termine which of the characters is the 
real “Soldier of Fortune.” This read- 
er nominates Mr. Gann himself, for he 
has already realized a fortune of $150,- 

000 from the movie rights of the book. 

They should be worth every ' nickel 

paid for them. The novel is another 

thickly populated “epic” with all the 
marks of a popular success. 

Louis Hoyt, professional photogra- 
pher, gambling for one big story, breaks 
through the Iron 
Curtain into China. 
His return trip is 
interrupted when 
he is captured, 
roughed up and 
readied for execu- 
tion. His lovely 
and determined 
wife, Jane, con. 
ducts a one-woman 
crusade to rescue 
him. Her head- 
quarters is Hong 
Kong, the ultimate 
city of strange 
Sights, smells and 
noises which are 
admirably described. Jane’s task 
proves complex and difficult. She is 
forced to deal with a formidable array 
of off-beat individuals with such pro- 
voking names as General Po-Lin, Twee- 
die, Inspector Merryweather, Maxine 
Chan, The Needle, and Brother Pre- 
dominant, to mention a few. Any or all 
of these could easily have been omitted 
so far as the story line is concerned 
but they do thicken the background. 

Out of this sea of faces, Hank Lee 
emerges. He is a deserter from the 
United States Navy and now delivers 
contraband to the Reds. Thus he is 
billed as. a heavy though “he actually 
exhibits a heart of gold. Hank Lee 
loves Jane, so, at great risk of life and 
limb and with doubtful wisdom, he 
undertakes the rescue of his only com- 
petitor, her husband. 


As this merely involves landing in @ 
hostile harbor, overpowering a Commu- 
nist prison and sinking a Chinese gun- 
boat, the heroic success of his enter- 
prise seems a likely outcome before it 
happens. In other words the prelimi- 
naries of Hank’s exploit are so hazard- 
ous that the final stage seems child’s 
play to one so bold and resourceful. 
Anyhow he foils the Reds and delivers 
Louis and his tripods to freedom. One 
of the main results of the experience is 
to purify Hank’s soul. And Jane must 


now choose between her husband and 
his rescuer. 


In case you find this plot improbable 
and its resolution too neatly contrived 
you are right on both counts. But 
judgment of the book cannot be found- 
ed on these elements alone. After all it 
is an adventure story designed to pro- 
vide a contrast with the hum-drum 
home-to-office life of the average read- 
er. Mystery and violence are 
main ingredients; its three chief char- 
acters are projected in outsized dimen- 
sions; its suspense is skillfully managed; 
the tension of the final chapters is un- 
usually arresting. 

In short it is an exciting yarn’and to 
apply the standard of plausibility to a 
successful “tall tale” is undoubtedly 
irrelevant.

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Expanded Russian Tourist Trade 
Planned Soon, Malenkov Discloses 


Historical Monuments Being Repaired, New 
Hotels Built in Anticipation of 
Influx of Visitors.

MOSCOW, Oct. 27 — Prime 
Minister Malenkov has disclosed 
that the Soviet Union will soon 
be opened up to an expanded 
tourist trade. 

Malenkov’s’ disclosure was 
made in conversation with a 
number of foreign delegations, 
including notably the British 
parliamentary delegation headed 
by Lord Coleraine. The delega- 
tion was received by the Prime 
Minister on Oct. 16. 

According to members of the 
delegation, Malenkov’s comments 
were made after several of the 
British women visitors had ex- 
pressed themselves rather strong- 
ly’ to the effect that until now 
Russia has been too isolated from 
the rest of the world. 

The women stated that the 
cause of international under- 
standing would be served if more 
foreigners were given the oppor- 
tunity to judge for themselves 
concerning the situation in Rus- 
sia and if at the same time more 
Soviet citizens were permitted to 
travel abroad. 

Malenkov, according to sev- 
eral of those present, listened 
good-naturedly and replied that 
in fact a considerable expansion 
of tourist trade was being 
planned by his Government and 
“would start shortly.” 


Although there has been no 
formal announcement of a spe- 
ific date, Soviet officials have 
told diplomats they hope at least 
to make a beginning by the sum- 
mer of 1955. 

Tourism in Russia has been 
extremely limited since the early 
1930s. Although visas have been 
handed out somewhat more lib- 
erally in the last two years, the 
bona ‘fide tourist remains a 
rarity. 

Of the dozen or so Americans 


the summer, most were students 
(this correspondent encountered 
six), Or, like Representatives 
Laurie C. Battle (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, and QO. C. Fisher (Dem., 
Texas, they came nominally as 
tourists but with a purpose more 
serious than that of simple sight- 
seeing. 

In the case of Representa- 
tives and of Senator Margaret 
Chase Smith (Rep.), Maine, the 
purpose of their visits has been 
to inform themselves on a coun- 
try whose aims are of obvious 
concern to the United States 
Government. 

In the past year here there 
has, however, been a big traffic 
in officially invited delegations 
from Europe and Asia. 
visitors have ranged from movie 
stars of the Indian movie 
“Brodyaga,” currently the rage 
in Moscow, to the Duke of Wel- 
lington. 


It is considered significant in 
the Moscow diplomatic corps 
that Malenvok has emphasized 
to both the British parliamentary 
delegation and before that to the 
Indian cultural delegation. that 
the Soviet Government intends 
to pursue the policy of exchange 
of delegations. He is said to have 
stated at the meeting with the 
Indian. delegation that the ex- 
change of delegations served 
the cause of international under- 
standing.

4. There has been consider- 
able relaxation in the granting 
of permits to travel throughout 
Russia. 

5. New regulations now per- 
mit foreigners to take photo- 
graphs. 

Just what travel facilities wil 
be made available to tourists 
once the traffic becomes sub- 
stantial remains to be seen. Al- 
though not satisfactory for vis- 
itors demanding luxury, train 
and plane service is adequate 
for seeing the country even in a 
reasonably short time. 

For Americans the main block 
to tourist travel will remain the 
exchange rate. With the ruble 
pegged at four to the dollar.

MOTORIST IS SHOT 
TO DEATHIN DSPUTE 


Other Driver Held in Killing 


Says He Was Pulled 
From Auto, Beaten. 


Everett Toms, an automobile 
transport truck driver, was shot 
and killed yesterday on Illinois 
Highway 13, south of Marissa, by 
another motorist following a 


traffic dispute. 

Thomas Neal, an East St. 
Louis Negro, was ordered held 
pending an inquest, after admit- 
ting, according to highway po- 
lice, that he shot Toms when 
Toms pulled him from his ma- 
chine and beat him with his 
fists. His account was corrobo- 
rated by Miss Lue Bertha White, 
Negro, of East St. Louis, a pas- 
senger in Neal's automobile. 

Police were told the dispute 
started after Neal passed Toms, 
who cursed Neal. Toms later 
passed Neal and when three 
miles south of Marissa, stopped 
his machine and stood in the 


highway and flagged Neal to a 


halt. 


dragged him from the machine 
and was beating him when he 
drew a revolver and shot Toms 
through the heart. Toms stag- 
gered toward a tavern, but col- 
lapsed and died beside the road. 

Passing motorists reported 
that Neal turned around and 
drove north. When officers 
caught up with him he. was 
changing a flat tire on his 
automobile, about 14 miles north 
of the shooting scene. He handed 
over his revolver, containing 
two’ discharged cartridges. 

Neal, 51 years old, a laborer, 
is held at Belleville pending an 
inquest at Marissa tomorrow 
night. He lives in the 1300 block 
of Colas avenue. Miss White 
was booked as a material wit- 
ness. 

Toms, 33 years old, lived in 
West Frankfort, Ill. He was driv- 
ing his personal automobile yes- 
terday.

conspiracy and he proceeded to 
cross-examine witnesses with 
that in mind. After his permis- 
sion to appear was withdrawn 
his juniors continued the same 
line.

reiteration of vague charges of 
infamy...” 


Evatt was barred from the 
hearings Sept. 7 when Judge 
William F. L. Owen held he had 
failed to “disassociate his posi- 
tion as advocate from his per- 
sonal and political interest.” 

Evatt’s controversial role at 
the hearings sparked wide criti- 
cism within his own party. He 
was confirmed as party leader

Disease Like Fire 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


FIRE in town the other day seemed similar to dis- 
Aes processes. The fire started in the wall of a 

building. A lot of smoke but no flames poured out 
the top. Firemen came and looked fruitlessly for the 
source. They couldn’t find it until the flames began 
spouting upward a couple of hours after the smoke first 
appeared, Eventually water was hosed on the flames 
and they gradually died out. 

There's a lot of resemblance between that fire and 


disease in people. The fire had to be found before it ° 


could be doused with water. If it had been a petroleum 
fire, smothering chemical foam would have been needed 
instead of water. So it is with disease. It must be located 
before it can be fought. Then the most effective treat- 
ment must be chosen. 


ee ee 

JUST AS IN THE CASE with this particular fire, 
when smoke was visible for some time before flames ap- 
peared, general symptoms of disease often begin before 
any localizing signs show up. The earliest symptoms of 
many diseases are often much alike. 

This is especially true of contagious and infectious dis- 
eases caused by germs and viruses. Just as the firemen 
could not locate the flames hidden in the walls of the 
smouldering building, so your doctor may not be able to 
diagnose your illness during the first several days of 
general vague symptoms. 

Tests for finding out which germ or virus causes your 
iliness may not be positive for days or we@ks after the 
beginning of the illness. The tests don’t become positive 
until antibodies made in your body show up in your blood. 
Sometimes you become alarmed at the indecision of your 
doctor about the nature of your illness and call in a con- 
sultant. By then, enough time has gone by so that he 
zey dave an easier job in making the diagnosis. 


x * * 

THE BROAD-SPECTRUM antibiotics — meaning they 
are effective against many kinds of germs—may cure the 
illness before the cause is ‘positively known. This sort 
of corresponds to a fireman chopping a hole in the wall 
and putting water inside it because smoke is coming out 
at the top. Such blind treatment doesn’t always work any 
more than water played blindly on the walls against a 
fire that cannot be seen may not hit the flames. The anti- 
biotics given for an infection which hasn’t been identified 
may or may not cure the illness. The chances are the 
treatment will be effective just as most fires respond to 
water rather than needing a smothering foam. 

New diagnostic skills and tests shorten the period be- 
tween the beginning of symptoms and a definite diagnosis. 
Treatments are more broadly effective against various in- 
fections. Usually it doesn’t take as long now for effective 
treatment in most infections. 

But when the infection is caused by a germ or virus 
that isn’t killed by the usual antibiotics, then curative treat- 
ment may have to wait until the disease-causing germ or 
virus is definitely found.

She gées 
on to mention a number “of 
methods that she uses in preggr. 
ing it. Evidently this is onesof 
her favorite vegetables. . 
even uses it as a salad r 
steaming and serves it hot with 
mayonnaise. oe 

The shape is probably re 
ponsible for its English nalts. 
In England, it is listed on menus 
as “Garden Egg.” It flouristies 
well in both the South and the 
North, and it will be found in 
market much of the year, as it 
is shipped from various points 
as it ‘matures. Naturally, it is 
cheaper when local supplies dre 
ready. In judging quality, we 
look for firm, unbruised prod- 
ucts, with shiny skins. The 
leaves at the stem end should 
have a fresh appearance. 

The reader notes that she does 
not like to prepare fried egg- 
plant, as too much fat must be 
used. If the slices are covered 
with hot water and allowed to 
stand for five minutes, and then 
drained well, they can be 
sauteed in a small amount of 
fat. Or, if it is thinly sliced and 
dipped in flour, just enough fat 
to keep it from sticking will be 
needed. 

Sauteed Eggplant 1. 

1 large eggplant, oil, salt, pep- 
per, 2 tablespoons chopped par- 
sley. 

Pee] eggplant and cut into 4- 
inch slices, crosswise. Cover 
with hot water and let stand 
five minutes. Drain. Saute in 
hot oil until soft and. light 
brown. Drain on absorbent pa- 
per. Sprinkle with seasonings 
and parsley. Top with grated 
cheese, if desired, or with sour 
cream. Yield: four servings, 

Sauteed Eggplant II. 

1 large eggplant, seasoned 
flour, butter or margarine. 

Peel eggplant cut into %- 
inch slices, crosswise. Dip slices 
into seasoned flour. Add just 
enough butter or margarine to 
cover bottom of skillet, and 
when hot, add slices of eggplant. 
Saute on both sides until light 
brown, adding small amount of 
butter or margarine as needed 
to keep from cking to pan. 
Yield: About four servings.

AKE some time, some ice, 
7 120 young people talented at 

moving around on it, and 
slightly over half a million dol- 
lars, and you, too, can put to- 
gether a successful ice show. But 
it won't be easy. 

Out at the Arena this weék, a 
group the aforementioned size, 
and spending about the afore- 
mentioned sum of money, has 
been working incredibly hard at 
this business of putting enter- 
tainment on ice. Rehearsals for 
the Hollywood Ice Revue began 
every morning at 9 and con- 
tinued, with only brief coffee, 
lunch, and dinner breaks, until 
midnight or later. The musicians 
and technicians sometimes 
worked through the night, ‘and 
there is no indication that the 
wheels going around in the 
minds of the men responsible 
for the show stopped whirling 
on a timeclock basis either. 

This is the first time an ice 
show has ever been assembled 
and rehearsed in St. Louis and 
for a,casual observer, accus- 
tomed to seeing the easy, effort- 
less finished performance, it was 
something to see.

T rehearsal, chorus lines 
which eventually will seem 
almost mechanical in their 
precision are ragged and uneven. 
The prima donna - who will 
pirouette in a fairytale prince$s 
costume is a hardworking little 
girl in shorts and sweater. The 
faces of performers which will 
appear smiling and carefree 
opening night are solemn. and 
tense. Lips move as they count 
to the music, ears seem attuned 
to the constant critical voice 

from the microphone. 

“One, two, three, and dig; dig, 
dig,” the Voice which hada 
hollow, outer space sound, was 
insisting, as we took a rink side 
seat to look on. We were con- 
scious of feeling cold and slight- 
ly apprehensive. The tempera- 
ture did not seem to be bother- 
ing anyone else. The majority 
of the girls were wearing shorts 
or abbreviated pleated skirts. A 
few had on slacks but a corres- 
ponding number wore something 
resembling Bikini bathing suits.

T has often ‘been remarked

When South answered the 
double of three spades (an “op- 
tional” double, as most experts 
use it) with a leap to five hearts, 
North gave considerable thought 
to bidding six hearts but finally 
decided to “play it safe.” From 
his point of view, it was there- 
fore all the more annoying that 
South floundered on the actual 
five-heart contract. 

West opened the spade queen, 
declarer promptly played dum- 
my’s king, and East ruffed. 
South won the diamond return 
but he was facing inevitable 
defeat. There was no place to 
put the losing diamond that was 
in both hands, nor could South 
salvage his second club. 

Considering that West had 
opened with a pre-emptive spade 
bid, it certainly should not have 
come as a surprise to declarer 
that East was void of the suit. 

Apparently, South did not 
know how to overcome the spade 
distribution that was so clearly 
marked, but self-protection 
against this distribution was sim- 
plicity itself. 

Since South, fortunately for 
himself, could afford to concede 
two tricks, he should have been 
happy to make West a present 
of the.opening lead by ducking 
in dummy, and should. have re- 
peated this gift if West con- 
tinued with the spade jack. Now, 
if West elected to lead a third 
round of the suit, dummy would 
simply duck again while South 
ruffed, and after drawing trumps, 
South would find it extremely 
easy to discard one diamond and 
one club on the well preserved 
ace and king of spades.
